I said, ‘Fine, 
ma’am,’ and asked for some 
shoes I had left in the basement.

“We need money,” Miss Mc- 
Fetridge quoted Dillon as stat- 
ing. He grabbed her by the arm, 
assuring her she would not be 
harmed, “We are only interested 
in the child,” he was quoted as 
saying.” 

Miss McFetridge said Dillon 
hurried her outside and shoved 
her into the front seat of his 
' automobile, He pointed the pistol 
at her with his right hand while 
driving with the left, the gov-| 
erness told police. After 15 min- 
utes Dillon stopped the car near 
the Scott home, and ordered her 
out with the admonition to ‘keep 
quiet,” she said. She read the 
license number when he drove 
away and memorized it.

And the current issue threatens to be- 
come as stale as one in 1955 when; after 35 
deadlocked ballots, Yugoslavia and the Philip- 
pines agreed to divide a two-year term. They 


drew lots to determine which should:sit on 


the Council first, and Yugoslavia won..

Russia’s contention is that one of the six 
non-permanent Council posts should go to an 
Eastern European nation, under a 1946 “gen- 
tlemen’s agreement” for regional apportion- 
ment of those posts. Hence, three years ago, 
the Soviet Union asked how the ppines 
could possibly represent Eastern Europe, and 
asks the same question today of Turkey. 

The United States position is, unfortunate- 
ly, less consistent. In 1955 the American 
delegation contended that the 1946 under- 
standing applied to the first. U.N, session but 
regional considerations did not apply there- 
after. This year, however, the United States 
officially regards Turkey as an Eastern Euro- 
pean nation. 


Is Eastern Europe supposed to have a Coun- 
cil seat or not? The unwritten 1946 agree- 
ment provides no clear answer. But it is 
clear that other regions have had better rep- 
resentation on the Council. Latin American 
republics have been elected to the Council 14 
times, and Asian-African nations 12 times. 
Eastern European nations have been elected 


. only five times. Except for Russia itself, the 


Communist bloc has had Council posts on 
only two occasions, both prior to 1950. 
What real harm would be done by allowing 
Russia to “win” the current dispute by seat- 
ing Poland? Would the Soviet Union really 
win anything?

The United States already has six close 
friends or outright military allies on the Coun- 
cil and Russia has none. Even if Poland 
were seated and exactly reflected Russian pol- 
icy on every issue, the Council could not take 
substantive action without the concurrence 
of all the permanent members. 


Moreover, Poland is one satellite to which 
Soviet policy has granted some measure of in- 
dependence, and even the privilege of friend- 
ly relations with the United States. The State 
Department has encouraged the Polish trend 
toward autonomy within the Communist bloc. 
Placing Poland on the Security Council ought 
to advance that policy. 

After 25 ballots, it is apparent that a U.N. 
majority believes Poland has a more peo 
claim to a Council position than Turkey, h 
has served twice before. A concession by the 
United States on this issue would appear as 
an act of fairness, it would make the Security 
Council more representative, and it would 
cost the United States nothing where another 
“victory” might prove hollow indeed.

1. Consult the Philippines

2. Consult the Philippine 
Government before putting in- 
termediate or intercontinental 
range missiles on United 
States bases in the Philippines. 

3. Reduce the United States 
lease on these bases from 99 
years to 25 years, with a 
proviso for renewa': or earlier 
termination by mutual agree- 
ment.

It was probably the 
best guarded hunting grounds in the world and there was 
more danger of hitting a soldier than a stag in the area. 

Marshal Tito was a gracious host, Mr. Daigh said. He 
insisted on’ Mr. Daigh using one of his guns and. was very 
helpful in seeing that all his guests went home with a trophy. 

“Tito is probably one of the best shots in the world,” 
Mr. Daigh said. “He told us he first started hunting when 
he was a prisoner in a Siberian labor camp during the first 
World War, and he used to kill wolves by riding on horseback 
alongside them and hitting them with a heavy stick. He’s 67 
years old and still strong as an ox.” 

There is not much protocol concerned with hunting with 
the Marshal except that he must make the first kill. 

“We were on our way to the hunting grounds,” Mr. Halmi 
said, ‘“‘when the Marshal spotted a stag and got him on the 
first shot. A little later he shot a wild boar. The boar rolled 
over and I took a picture of him with his four feet sticking 
in the air. We all thought he was dead, but just after I took 
the photo he rolled over again and ran into the swamps. 
The. Marshal wasn’t mad and said :jokingly that the boar 
‘probably didn’t want his picture taken.”

I didn’t 
know that one, and the willow stick came down.”

Silva, a former music director 
of Post-Dispatch Station KSD, 
is a gifted musician, particularly 
in the field of voice, who néver 
reached the top in the never- 
never land, although he. came 
close.

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 14 (UPI). 


MARIO LANZA was alternate- 
ly boisterous, hell-raising, and in- 
trospectively pensive.

and refusal to discipline himself 
made the dream impossible. 

Lanza hated Hollywood. He 
didn’t trust the people who 
made movies. 

“Why can’t people level with 
me?” he asked before leaving 
movieland for Italy. “I just want 
to sing—on records, television 
and in good movies. But there 
are always deals going. I don’t 
like deals!” 

News of Lanza’s death in 
Rome last week rocked the 
movie colony. 

Kathryn Grayson, Lanza’s 
leading lady in his first two pic- 
tures, “That Midnight Kiss’”’ and 
“Toast of New Orleans,” feuded 
with Lanza during his early 
film career but was in tears 
when she heard he was dead. 


“He was a great singer,”’ she 
said. “But he never had a 
chance to fulfill the great prom- 
ise. When he first came out 
here we tried to get him to 
diet to lose weight. But right 
after a picture he would get fat 
again, losing it quickly for the 
next movie. We warned him 
that it was bad for his heart.” 

Miss Grayson’s daughter at- 
tended school with the Lanza 
children, and the actress was a 
close friend of Lanza’s wife,
